If European currencies are to be 
put back upon a gold basis, and they 
must certainly be given stability be- 
fore the European investment field 
is attractive or economic rehabilita- 
tion can be said to have fairly 
started, it will be necessary to have 
considerable gold credits to form the 
basis of sound currency systems.

have suggested the formation of a

If you don’t believe it go down and 
hear the wails and woes of the Do- 
mestic Relations Courts or those of 
divorce. People just grow weary of 
too close an association. There is 
nothing new to find one in the other 
and human nature cannot stand it. 

The ideal couples are those who do 
not permit the pursuit of pleasing 
each other to become merely a duty. 
They put forth every effort to hold 
on to that something during the pre- 
marriage period, regarding each 
other as a distinct personality that 
must be treated as such.

Italian Mushrooms. 


Boil a cupful of rice after washing 
as usual, add a little saffron to color 
it yellow, season, steam off and 
place on a hot dish that has been 
rubbed with a cut bud of garlic. 
Have ready a half-pound of mush- 
rooms that have been prepared and 
sauted in butter. Add to the mush- 
rooms the juice of an onion, salt and 
pepper, a half-cupful of hot tomato 
paste and a tablespoonful of bacon 
mixture over the 
rice and dust with a little grated | 
Parmesan cheese. If desired, the 
dish may be put into the oven for 
two or three minutes to melt the 
cheese, though many people prefer 
it in the uncooked state.

Here are 
the stunts: Running broad jump, 
standing broad jump, running high 
jump, standing high jump, hop-skip- 
and-jump, standing backward jump, 
pole-vault jump and hurdling, cart- 
wheel jump. 

Boys are full of .rubber. They 
scarcely ever break, or even jar their 
bones in jumping, However, for the 
sake of perfect safety and avoidance 
of fatigue, it is well to keep the light- 
ing area of the ground plot soft and 
mellow. 

We elders must not forget that 
jumping is an exhilarating exercise 
for boys of the healthy type and that 
their physical natures probably call 
for precisely the strain and stretch- 
ing incident to jumping. We must 
also understand that the juvenile 
jumpers’ club may be made far more 


than mere fur and entertainment.
